“Honda Express” graduates.

for the overall win at the Rose City, 
Michigan Two Day Reliability Trial 
held May 21-22. Gallo led on 
Saturday but Penton flew on 
Sunday to overcome the deficit.

Gary wins

Gary Scott, “back in the hunt,” posted his sec- 
ond consecutive AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship/Camel Pro Series victory at Louisville 
Downs and his 10th career win with a five- 


second victory over Steve Morehead. 
Jay Springsteen placed third. 

From lap six on the victory had the 
name of Scott written on it, the only 
question was whether it would be 
Hank or Gary. In the end it was a 
double defeat for Hank as Gary, still 
his brother but no longer very much of 
a friend, slipped past as Hank's engine 
slowed on lap 10. That was defeat 
number one. Defeat two was even 
more of a heartbreaker as Hank's 
‘bike's engine exploded three laps from 
the end while he held a safe second 
place. 

It was a jubilant Gary Scott who 
held court for his fans later in the pits. 
“Carl (Patrick) really has the bike 
tuned in now. I think our two victories 
in the last three Nationals proves that. 
Now we can devote our efforts to 
getting the short track and road race 
programs on the winning track. Carl 
deserves a lot more attention than he 
gets. He's worked a lot of long hours to 
get us here. Being in the hunt, that’s 
what it’s all about isn’t it?” 

“I think my luck is finally 
changing,” said an elated Steve 
Morehead. “Furgy (tuner/ builder 
Edgar Fuhr) builds too good a bike to 
have the silly things happen that 
happened to us at San Jose and 
Oklahoma City.” Bob Isky, who helps 
Furgy with Morehead’s KK Supply 
/KK Insurance equipment then 
returned from teardown to comment, 
“Tell everyone to watch out- at 
Harrington and Columbus ‘cause 
we're ready.” 

For Springer and his Bill Werner- 
tuned Harley-Davidson factory 
mount, the dreams of victory that 
slipped to a valiant third place finish 
were summed up as a wrong guess on 





tires. “We made a bad guess about the 
front tire (a Pirelli) being right for the 
track condition and Jay's style,” said 
Werner, “that's about it.” 

“Yea, concurred Jay, “but don’t 
forget that I won the slip-off-the- 
groove contest that Ted (Boody) and I 
had going.” 

This year's Louisville was another 
sellout. It was also another dust out, a 
condition unwarranted for a promoter 
who reaps the benefits of a loyal 
spectator crowd only to apparently 
spend a minimum on track 
preparation. One had only to witness 
the choaking, blinding clouds of dust 
after the opening lap of the first 
practice session to find out how much 
pre-race track prep was done. The 
AMA blamed the promoter who, in 
turn blamed the AMA for the 
inadequacy of the track. Only four 
tons of calcium chloride had been 
spread although, according to the 
AMA, a minimum of 10 to 12 tons was 
needed. In any case both the riders 
and the spectators ended up the 
victims with the only cure available an 
effort of too little and too late 
watering, dragging and grooming that 
extended the total program over an 
hour. 


Time trials 

Kenny Roberts set the mark for the 
rest of the 68-rider field to shoot for 
with a 25.457 second lap early in 
qualifying proving his Yamaha Motor 
Co./RD&D Special a mount to reckon 
with. Jay Springsteen provided Kenny 
with Harley's answer by setting fast 
„timi, 25.390, with Steve Eklund’s 
Zanotti Enterprises Harley bumping 
Roberts to third. Rookies Billy 
Burbank (Sure-Fire Special Harley)

The highlight of the 
race was a last lap turns three/four 
magic trick save by Garth Brow of a 
wicked slide while challenging Romero 
for third. Garth saved it, but finished 
fourth. 

Harley teamster Corky Keener took 
the high line road to the lead in heat 
two and proceeded to run wire to wire. 
Corky had to play'block the groove for 
the last few laps to hold off a charging

Damn, ours 
was the only heat where they didn’t 
drag the track before the start,” were 
Burbank’s frustrated remarks. Gary 
put his Evel Knievel Special into the 
lead on lap four with Hank, on the 
Shell Racing Specialties Yamaha, 
hounding Dave to the flag. 

Semis 

Steve Freeman and his Richmond 
(Virginia) H-D Harley had National 
written on them for six laps of the first 
semi, but Steve Morehead had other 
ideas. Steve put a high line pass on 
Freeman for the lead in turns 
three/four of lap seven for the win and 
his National starting position. 

John Johnson put his H-D of 
Washington, D.C./Sizemore 
Traveland Harley into the last starting 
spot in the National by regaining the 
lead from Scott Drake two laps from 
the checkers. 


Trophy race 

“Hey,’> said Billy Eves after: his 
victory in the trophy race, “I worked 
like hell to win that one. Keith (Ulicki) 
got very close on those last few laps so I 
dropped to the grove and didn't give | 
an inch.” Rory Simmons, on the Bel- 
Ray Harley held second early until 
Ulicki’s Uke’s H-D Harley dropped 
him to third with a turn two pass on 
lap six. 

National 

Three thoughts filled the minds of 
the 14 starters and their tuners: The 
choice of the right tire combination 
for the track, the start and the first five 
laps of the National. Many riders 
believed that with the narrow groove, 
the traffic and the dust that the first 
five laps would be all important for if 
you didn’t move then you might not 
have a shot at a top placing. 

Jay Springsteen opted for the high 
line outside pole starting position 
stringing out the field from 
grandstand to infield in a single file 
line of Springer, Gary Scott, Keener, 
Roberts, Palmgren, Sehl, Eklund, 
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(Above) Kenny Roberts pitches it sideways with horsepower to spare.

Boody, Romero, Hank Scott, 
Schaeffer, Hawley, Johnson and 
Morehead. A dead magneto on 
Johnson’s bike made the start 13 
riders. 
The start was a lopsided affair with 
Hank Scott pulling a yellow light 
holeshot which left the majority of the 
field on the line for another precious 
second or two. “The start was bad,” 
said Gene Romero, “and that was 
compounded’ by it not being red 
flagged. Heck by the time I started on 
the green there was nobody left to race 
with. I learned my lesson in my heat 
when I got sent to the penalty line for 
anticipating the start.” 
Hank held a commanding lead as 
the field shot down the backstraight. 
Springer had been last off the line and 
was spewing a rooster tail in the soft 
cushion up high trying to make up 
time. He did and ended up fifth as the 
field ended the first lap. Morehead, 
Schaeffer and Gary Scott held second 
through fourth. Springer’s line worked 
on lap two also as he blasted to second, 
but there the advantage ended. Billy 
Schaeffer became a spectator on that 
lap when the chain adjuster broke with 
the chain popping shortly after. 
By lap four Gary was challenging 
Springer for second; one lap later he 
slipped by. Morehead had been 
bumped to fourth in the shuffle with 
Boody coming on strong. Palmgren, 
Eklund, Keener, Roberts, Sehl, 
Romero and Hawley kept up the pace. 
Eklund, tired of the narrow groove 
and the dust, went high on lap six. “It 
was the only place where you could see 
anything on that crap track.” His 
efforts lost him two positions. 
Keener moved up to challenge 
Palmgren and the pair played 
rubberband for the entire mid portion 
- of the race. Gary began to close Hank's 

once safe margin and stuck to his rear 
wheel on lap 10 moving by on lap 11 as 
Hank’s engine slowed.

Knowing the engine was slowing 
and off song, but hoping it would hold 
on to the end of the race, Hank stuck 
to Gary's rear tire as best he could. 
The engine blew three laps from the 
finish. “I lost a lot of points and a lot 
of money,” said Hank later as an aura 
of gloom prevaded his pit area. “Hey, 
if she hadn't let go I'd have smoked 
them all.” 

Springer and Boody were having an 
affair of their own with each slipping 
off the groove while pushing the other 
to make one too many mistakes. “If I 
had cooled it on the last lap,” said Ted 
I would have had third. But no, I had 
to cook it in as hard as Jay and we both 
slipped off the groove and he beat 
me.” Had Keener been able to pass 
Palmgren a few laps earlier he might 
have ended up third since his last lap 
charge carried him to within only bike 
lengths of Springer and Boody at the 
finish. 

Roberts never moved above eighth 
and finished ninth. “I had too much 
power and it just spun the tire coming 
off the corners which led ‘to a lot of 
wobbles on the straights.” 

With Hank out Gary inherited a five 
second cushion from Morehead who 
played it cool and kept his distance 
from everyone. Springer was third 
with Boody and Keener close behind. 
Palmgren held off Eklund while Sehl 
did likewise to Roberts. Romero and 
Hawley trailed the field to the 
checkers. 3 e

The YZ125D Yamaha is a direct result of the 
successful factory racing program of Bob Hannah 
and Yamaha. Not until recently could anyone 
hope of purchasing anything close to what the 


pros were riding. This did, however, 
give a lot of people a convenient 
excuse: “If I had a bike like that I 
could go just as fast..." How many 
times have you heard that line? Well, 
it’s put-up or shut-up time at Yamaha. 

Except for the water cooling, the '77 
YZD is remarkably similar to the one 
campaigned by Hannah last year and 
even closer to the one he rides in the 
current 125 Nationals. Water cooling 
is a very secretive subject’ at Yamaha. 
While talking to one of their 
mechanics, his knowledge of the bike 
was indeed impressive, however, when 
questioned about the possibility of 
water in future models, this former 
learned person was struck with the 
fastest case of anmesia ever recorded 
in the annals of medical history. The 
fact does remain that some of the 
water cooled type parts that were on 
Hannah's bike last year are present on 
the 125s now offered by Yamaha. 
Whether these are a few carry-over 
parts or an actual move toward water 
cooling in the future remains to be 
seen. The cost of implimenting such a 
major change in production would be 
high. 

The YZD was easy to ride and 
handled well on the track. The 
handlebars bolt onto the steering 
column behind the forks, not on top, 
giving very: quick turning. Inside lines 
on turns can now be yours. 

Our first impressions of the bike 
were great. The rough parts of the 
track didn’t seem bad until we 
watched someone else ride the same 
section, and realized that the 
suspension was working overtime. 

When stock suspension comes this 
good from the factory it’s easy to get 
really pickey about complaints. 
Remember the first bike you tried to 





make into a \motocrosser? Compare 
that with what is available today. It’s 
enough to make you cry. The gap 
between the factory racing program 
and the actual production is getting 
smaller each yeay. The YZD's 
pressurized air/oil leading-axle forks are 
plush and have the exact “dyno-curve” 
as Marzocchi’s, which should tell you 
something about the front end. 

In intermediate race action the 
forks rebounded too fast and topped 
out a few times. Later, three 
additional pounds of air pressure were’ 
added and the problem disappeared. 

On the other end the de Carbon- 
type nitrogen/oil monoshock is also 
impressive up to a point. That 
point is in the rough with the power 
off. A small amount of swapping was 
encountered, nothing hairy but not as 
straight as an arrow either. At the rear 
of the YZD lies the main difference 
between the bike you can buy and the 
one campaigned by Hannah in the 
Florida Winter-AMA Series. On the 
works bikes the monoshock top section 
is aluminum, reducing weight and 
allowing better cooling. As we. all 
know, shock heat causes damping 
fade. Also, noted on Hannah's 125 at 
Hangtown were remote oil reservoirs. 
The production units have steel tops, 
which are heavier and hotter; and 
offer no remote oil reservoirs. 

Another problem that could cause 
fading is the presence of air in the oil 
section of the monoshock. The least 
amount of air will mix with the oil 
under race conditions and cause the 
shock to fade in perhaps 30 minutes of 
hard riding the first time. The next 
time, with such a condition, maybe 
it would take only 20 minutes until the 
monosheck fades. This trend 
continues until the shock is a continual 





state of fading at which point the air 
has been mixed with the oil so well 
that most damping is lost. 

This has happened in a few cases 
that we know of. We didn’t experience 
any fading. 

Rebuilding the monoshock is not 
possible in this country. If you have 
ever read otherwise, forget it unless 
you're in Japan. 

Yamaha Motor Corp. doesn’t have 
the tools needed in the good old 
U.S.A. yet. 

Because of the very nature of the 
monoshock, under acceleration the 
YZD was a dream. The top of the 
monoshock bolts to the steering 
columin, so under power the force of 
acceleration actually assists in straight 
line stability, 

The Yamaha held up well and only 
standard maintenance was required. 
With’ the CDI ignition there was never 
a problem in starting and we ran the 
same plug the entire time we had the 
monocrosser. We burned Yamalube at 
32:1 and the piston was clean after 
three races and several photo sessions. 

The rear tire on our bike was an 
IRC, which Yamaha tells us will be 
standard equipment. The front was a 
Bridgestone. Comments about the 
front tire ranged from “fair” to “it 
doesn’t even begin to bite, the front 
slides all over the turns.” After six 
motos the rear IRC still gave good 
traction on the straights but in the 
> turns it was easy to tell the knobs were 
worn. 

If you have ever been to a Saturday 
Saddleback race you know there are 
some pretty trick bikes in the 125 
Intermediate class. When the 
completely stock YZD exited the first 
turn in fourth place our earlier 
thoughts that the power was indeed 
adequate. were verified. Mike Bell 
proves that the power is enough to win 
the pro class by his record of victories 
on a stock DG-prepared Yamaha. 

When our novice rider suggested 
that the 125 YZD didn’t have much 
power down low or in the corners, Beli 
countered with, “It has good power 
low in the range and pulls steady.” 
Concerning the corners, Bell said “just 
like any other 125 you don’t shut off, in 
the turns — just keep it wide open and 
use the berms to keep it on the power 
band, '; WEEN 





Yamaha's emphasis on cooling in 
production of the head is evident in 
the combustion chamber shape on the 
125. Counting on a cool-burning (not 
high power) dome shape, Yamaha gets 
away with small fins. If the head 
does overheat it leads to “pinging” 
which leads to more heat and so on. 
This snowballing effect can also be 
caused by poor gas, wrong heat range 
spark plug, compression that is too 
high, ignition timing or lean jetting. 

.A cylinder heat offered by DG 
Performance Specialties gives. better 
cooling with larger fins and also 
incorporates a better combustion 
dome shape. A cooler engine, 
especially in the 125 class, is a faster 
one. 4 

The stock pipe works well with the 
engine and gives a good powerband. If 
the engine is wound past its peak a 
noticeable drop in horsepower occurs 

this is the 125's way of telling the 
rider to shift. Early "77 models had 
some shifting problems but we didn’t 
encounter any with our test bike 
evidently Yamaha has taken care of 
that bug. The kick-starter on the bike 
stuck in the down position several 
times until it was removed and moved 
one notch up on the spindle, which 
caused the kick-starter to hit against 
the cylinder head, causing cosmetic 
damage only. 

The 125 YZD can win the junior 
class as is. With a little fine-tuning it 
can also win the faster pro classes. 
Mike Bell did some test riding for 
Cycle News and was impressed with 
the power. Bell felt the bike pulled 
quite well in the low range for a 125. 
The trick to riding the bike fast is to 
become completely acquainted with 
the characteristics of the monoshock, 


which handles differently than any 
other-shock set-up. The power package 
offered is more than adequate and 
extra power can be had with relatively 
little investment. For a junior-class 
rider (or below) the bike is one of the 
best offered on the market, as-is. For a 
good intermediate, with a few minor 
changes, the YZD should be a bike to 
consider. For the pro class, take a look 
at what DG's Mike Bell is doing on a 
stock-powered (and we mean stock,) 
monoshocker.. ب‎ : e

` World Champion: 


The Roger DeCoster Story 


Part VI: Ten years of work and 
crashes prove that roses have their 


thorns

oger dedicated 10 years of his life 
R to climbing through the echelons 


of motocross, to finally attaining 

the stature of a superstar in his 
own right, on his own terms. The con- 
sideration and respect he has earned, co- 
incident with the metamorphsis from an 
ambitious youngster to undeniable but often 
under-estimated skills to the multi-dimensional 
champion, did not come quickly. 

It was 10 years of learning to keep a fiery 
temperament in some control; of learning to 
master his attacks of nerves and becoming a calm, 
thinking competitor; of gaining confidence in his 
personal abilities along with the courage, desire, 
and will to win. Without all these, his skills as a 
rider would amount to nothing on the 
international level. 

It was also 10 years of building his courage 
while expending the energy to improve his 
techniques and racing tactics; of acquiring the 
necessary experience and a sense of responsibility; 
of coming to understand the hard road that had to 
be traveled in his personal development. 

And during those 10 years, he was constantly 
disproving the doubts which lingered and clung to 
him. Doubts about his potential, his capacities as 
a rider, and doubts about the efficiency of his 
uniquely personal riding style: spectacular and 
acrobatic in the extreme. It took 10 years to 
remodel the kid from Brussels without a dime to 
his name into a stable, self-sufficient person. 

It was a long time to work establishing himself 
as a rising, then reigning, start in the motorsports 
world. It was a time béset with both serious 
setbacks and incapacitating injuries and it took 
nearly all of those 10 years for Roger DeCoster to 
earn the title of ambassador exemplary of off-road 
racing in particular, and of sport in general. 

But for Roger, they were also 10 years of 
incessant struggle, not only against adversaries on 
and off the track but with himself as well. 

As a constant background to 10 years of 
personal and professional development, there was 
always the pain of the injuries in the roughest

motorsport on earth. Most of them left their 

permanent inscription on his body. The list of the 

more serious is long enough... 
November 3, 1963. Tilff, Belgium. 
Double fracture ofthe left foot in an 
expert Observed Trial. He returned to 
competition a month later with his lower 
leg still in a plaster cast. 
March 8, 1964. Clamart, France. Hitting 
a tree at full tilt in an international 
motocross produced massive internal 
hemorrhaging of his left thigh. 
Recuperation was. slow and painful 
mainly because Roger wouldn't stop 
racing while it healed. 
April 4, 1965. Dilbeek, Belgium. While 
leading a 500 senior motocross, he 
crashed through a corner berm, gashing 
his arm. i 
March 20, 1966. Dilbeek. A thrown chain 
forced him out of the first moto. In 
attempting to redeem his first heat 
nonperformance, he rode like a man 
possessed in the second heat. A twisted 
knee and torn ligaments put an end to 
that ride. 
October 16, 1966. Eksaarde, Belgium. 
This was the crash, incurred while 
avoiding a young spectator crossing the 
course, that seriously damaged Roger's 
kidney, put him in the hosnital for weeks, 
and nearly marked tF end of his 
motocross career. 
February 18, 196 Vimperk, 
Czechoslovakia. At the aditional pre- 
season warm-up race jr factory CZ 
riders, Roger's bike slid out and landed 
on top of him in an icy slick corner. He 
was out for a month and a half with a 
broken collarbone and a concussion. 
June 2, 1968. Stekene, Belgium. The first 
time in over a year that Roger's parents 
had seen him race, they watched him 
smash to the ground in a crash right after 
the start. His neck was holed by a 
footpeg, his arms were burned, and the 








doctors later diagnosed another 
concussion. He was in bed for thre 
weeks. À 
June 23, 1968. Hoeselt, Belgium. In his 
return to competition, Roger crashed off 
a mud-covered bridge in the damp 
woods. He bounced off the guard rail and 
was out with a torn ‘thigh muscle. He 
suffered from it the rest of the season. 
November 3, 1968. Wichita, Kansas, 
U.S.A. In the second 500cc moto, Roger 
went over the handlebars landing from a 
jump. Steve McQueen arranged for his 
personal doctor to treat his separated 
shoulder. 

April 27, 1969. Wuustwezel, Belgium. 
Roger is rammed full on from behind 
while braking to avoid a rider pile-up at 
the start. He lands knee-first on an 
exhaust pipe which penetrates the knee 
joint. Eight stitches are required to close 
the wound. The ligaments are torn and 
there is internal bleeding behind the 
kneecap. Roger is out of action for three 
weeks. 

May 20, 1971. Eke, Belgium. Between 
the Swedish 500 Grand Prix and the 
Finnish GP, Roger flew hometo race this 
traditional Belgian holiday motocross. As 
he was passing Jef Teuwissen to take the 
lead on the second lap, a course-marking 
rope got wrapped in his bike's rear wheel, 
locking it up and sending him to the 
ground. Two bones in his hand were 
broken. 

September 12, 1971. Vannes, France. 
During the second heat of the Motocross 
des Nations, Roger was following Swede 
Ake Jonsson up a steep bank. A flurry of 
rocks thrown up by the rear wheel of 
Jonsson’s Maico knocked DeCoster off the 
RN Suzuki. When he’s picked up, his 
body is covered with rock cuts and bruises 
and he has another painful internal 
hemorrhage in his leg. 


In the beginning, no doubt, the crashes served 
as an indicator to Roger DeCoster, allowing him 
to gauge his abilities and limits right to the very 
edge — and beyond. Crashing was also a brutally 
accurate measure of how. far he could push with 
his particular style of racing motocross. Because, 
in those beginning years, his style was distinctive 
and unique among all the riders. Roger 
DeCoster’s personal approach to riding a 
motocross machine introduced and created, as 
much as any other rider before or since, the 
modern style of racing motocross. Prior to the 
DeCoster era, motocross riding style had been 
mostly sit-down, with comparatively little body 
movement on the machine. With 500cc bikes 
weighing 300 Ibs. and more, there was little 
incentive to do otherwise. But Roger's style was 
spectacular, a display of acrobatic flexibility and 
physical force in using body weight and position to 
move the bike around at high speeds both on and 
off the ground. It was an unprecedented carry- 
over into motocross of the remarkable sense of 
balance and weight shift developed during his 
seasons as an observed trials rider. This style made 
Roger’ DeCoster a very special case in the small 
world of motocross. His way of attacking the 
corners as if they personally offended him, and his 
soaring leaps over the jumps with the front wheel 
crossed-up to set up for the landing; the bike 
already cranked over for the next. turn, 
distinguished DeCoster from every other “pilote” 
in motocross during those years. 

His impact on the style of the sport is nearly 
incalculable. A whole generation of young 
motocrossers on both sides of the Atlantic now 
want, and try, to look like DeCoster. 

In the line-up of all-time greats in international 
motocross, those who Roger, in his turn, admires 


. the most are Sten Lundin (riding Husqvarna and 


Monark) for the classic purity of his Scandinavian 
style; the Belgian Rene Baeten (on FN) for the 
combativeness and craftiness which he displayed; 
Englishman Jeff Smith (BSA) for his attention to 
detail and complete inability to be shaken; 
Torsten Hallman, (Husqvarna) another famous 
Swede, for his seriousness and the way he could 
personally control a race; Paul Friedrichs, East 
German and former CZ teammate, for his 
complete physical commitment; and sometimes 
rival, whether on or off the same factory team, 
Joel Robert (CZ and Suzuki) for a virtuousity and 
natural talent on a motocross machine that netted 
him six 250 World Championships.

When you know how theyre 
built, you'll buy a Yamaha. 
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Among all these incontestably great racers, the 
five-time 500cc World Champion, DeCoster, 
occupies a very special place in the 
accomplishments his titles represent. Of all the 
riders of his generation, Roger would seem to be 
the most complete motocrosser. Not only because 
of his great achievements in international 
competition but, in part, because as a personality 
he is the first truly international World Champion 
— in diversity of venue and in attitude. 

There is also his virtuoso ability to adapt to all 
types of motocross circuits: sandy, muddy, rocky, 
or grassy, and his mastery of all the obstacles 
encountered on these tracks: tricky, off-camber 
corners; long, bumpy straights rippled with ruts; 
uphills and dropaways. He is the complete 
motocrosser not only for this range of capabilities 
but also in that he can demonstrate his 
considerable talent with a 250 class machine, on 
which he can and does run at full throttle, as well 
as he does on a 500 class bike, which requires 
doling out the power in more selective doses. In 
fact, most of the times that Roger raced against 
250cc World champion Joel Robert, with both on 
identical RH250 Suzukis, Roger beat him. 

There is further evidence to support the 
“Complete Motocrosser” appellation, especially 
his numerous good placings and wins in both 
250cc and 500cc Grands Prix as well as in both the 
Trophee, and Motocross des Nations for bikes of 
those respective displacements. 

Some concrete examples of DeCoster’s 
performance under varying conditions: First, his 
unmatched string of wins on the rocky, tree-lined 
“Citadel” circuit in Namur, traditional site of the 
Belgian 500 Grand Prix. Then, note also, his 
crushing victories in seas of mud, first at Gallarate 
(Italian 500 GP), then at Sittendorf (Austrian 500 
GP); multiple Grand Prix wins on the Farleigh 
Castle, England course, which is laid out 
completely up-and-down-hill; and success on the 
strength-and power-sapping sand tracks of St. 
Anthonis, Holland (Dutch 500 GP) and 
Wuustwezel (Belgian 250 GP). 

But DeCoster seems to find, and demonstrate, 
his true metzer in the 250cc Trophee des Nations, 
which he has won in Holland, Belgium, and 
England, and the 500cc Motocross des Nations 
from whose 1969, 1972, and 1973 runnings on 
widely varying courses he also emerged as the top 
individual rider. The combination of flexibility, 


' desire, brains, and skill has rarely, if ever, come 


together in World Championship competition as 
effectively as it has in the person of Roger 
DeCoster. 


Those qualities become obvious to both 
competitor and spectator if you watch him race 
for a while. The personality that is seldom 
revealed publicly is more complex — though still 
incorporating the qualities mentioned. His range 
of humor is impressive — from a fine, ironic wit in 
conversation to'a genuine pleasure in re-telling 
every shade of joke in one of the five languages he 
speaks fluently. It is typical of DeCoster humor 
that when the American Motorcycle Association 
informed him that his competition number fof the 
1974 Trans-AMA‘series (in prior years, usually #1 
or #2) would be 61, he replied: 

“Tf it's going to be that big, make it 69.” 

“Ogoh,” giggled the AMA secretary over the 
telephone, “are you sure you want 69?” 

“Yes. That's a good number, don’t you think 
so?” replied Roger. 

“Sure, if that’s what you want, OK,” said the 
secretary and giggled some more. 

It is also typical of DeCoster that-he went on to 
win that 10-race series against the stiffest 
European and American competition yet seen in 
the United States. 

That is only part of the human side of a 
motocross World Champion. He appears slightly 
out of focus at first encounter in the misting rain 
of a wet Belgian summer digging in his garden, 
wearing old muddy shoes and pants, plus a “wet 
look” Suzuki paddock jacket. The garden is neat, 
extensive, orderly, well thought-out like the man 
he has become. 

Even when he’s handling a hoe, he looks like a 
World Champion. It is the same lean, angular 
face that smiles down on you from a hundred 
advertising billboards in Belgium. He smiles 
reflectively, getting the weeds out from between 
the roses. 


In addition to being Roger DeCoster, World - 


Champion, he is also Roger DeCoster, a man of 
considerable personal wit, charm, and 
intelligence. But there is always about him a 
certain tangible presence, that of a person who 
has achieved what nobody else on earth has

achieved in this time period. Now, Roger exudes a 
sense of confidence and a quiet competence that is 
taken for granted. 

DeCoster seems much larger than he actually is. 
He has a well-muscled slim body and a way of 
moving that is always in perfect balance, belying a 
5'8”. 150-pound frame that would be 
inconsequential on many men. It is in the eyes 
that you can read much of Roger’s public self. 
They blaze cold blue with competitive 
determination when he is on a motocross track — 
whether in actual competition or testing. If you 
watch closely in-the turns, Roger looks very fierce 
yet with a tight-lipped enigmatic killer grin that 
says “Im going to get you — because I know 
exactly what I'm doing.” Off the track, the eyes 
still crinkle in-smiles at a joke or a humorous 
comment — whether of his own making or by 
someone else. And the eyes always look directly at 
you whenever Roger talks to you. The eyes and the 
presence of the man demand your attention: 

Unlike too many of our heroes, Roger gets 
better the better you know him. He is not a clod or 
dumb athlete but is able to converse intelligently 
on subjects other than motocross. His_business 
dealings and endorsements are now widespread 
but properly arranged and discreet. DeCoster 
knows his wines, which he chooses intelligently to 
accompany post-race meals. He seldoms drinks, 
otherwise. He admires and can recognize fine 
antiques and art — some of which are displayed 
casually in his comfortable home at Tremelo. 

Roger is not a snob. He has been one of the 
most approachable World Champions in any 
major sport, perhaps because he worked so long to 
achieve the goal. Age mellows and refines even in 
the youth-dominated sport of motocross. It clearly 
takes brains as well as an eager throttle hand to 
become World Champion. 

Aside from the fact that it seems to be a basic 
trait of his personality, it's hard to figure out why 
Roger is such a kind person outside of the 
competition arena. He is — never making a joke 
that will hurt someone, seldom saying anything 
behind someone's back that he won't say to their 
face. (If Roger doesn’t like you, you'll soon know 
it.) He will help out his friends even when he 
doesn’t really need to. Realizing this. strong 
commitment of personal friendship can only come 
through experience, of course, but DeCoster could 
remain behind the World Champion shield more 
than he does. This does not mean that he gives of 
his time unreservedly. He's aware of its value. 

He also has a clear awareness of what is involved 
in the gaining and holding of a World 
Championship. Speaking in late 1973, after being 
confirmed in his third world title, he commented, 

“Each year it becomes a little closer. You will 
notice that most World Champions are World 
champions twice. The second year you have both 
the confidence and the ability. The second year I 
was champion, it was very easy for me. This year it 
was very close. I had to use my head more than 
Willi Bauer did. That's where the experience is 
necessary, Every season the ee is 
tougher.” 

The motocross events that seem “important, 
really important, to Roger DeCoster are the 
Motocross des Nations (500cc bikes) and the 
Trophee des Nations (250cc bikes). That's when 
the big guns from both displacement classes all 
come together, grouped by national teams. 
Everybody of significance in world motocross is 
there and the all go at it together, both the 250 
and 500 GP 'pilotes."" Roger won both events in 
1972 and 1973. 

And, of course, there is the motocross World 
Championship. “I am going to try very hard next 


year to win it,” he said quietly. Nobody had ever 
won four 500cc World championshins. 

Of his four brothers, only Daniel and Armand 
have tried to follow in Roger's path. They realized 
quickly enough that their older brother was 
already operating on an entirely different personal 
plane... and international competition, well, that 
was something else again. This they decided even 
though, between the two of them, they discovered 
in themselves some of the same riding 
characteristics and skills as their more 
accomplished brother. 

What they had, more than anything else, 
however, was the perfect coach-instructor: a 
World Champion in the family. But neither 
Daniel nor Armand could ever envision giving up 
everything else to make a caréer in motocross. 
Roger's advice served to erase any remaining 
doubt about the fallacy inherent in- tentative 
approach to a professional motocross career: 

“It’s the kind of decision you make only if you 
see you have a real chance of making a success at 
it. Otherwise, don’t fool yourself.” 

Daniel. and Armand still make frequent 
appearances at Belgian motocross tracks but they 
consider their racing more than anything else, 
recreation, valuable for the change of pace it offers 
them after a week of working in the garage they 
own along with their father and brother Andre. 

That garage. is still on the Rue England, in 
Uccle, Belgium where the boys were born. 

In the question of a career, Roger still hasn't 
found any other professional that would make him 
change his mind about motocross. As one result, 
he still hasn’t really decided what he will do when 
he ends his motocross career. He had already 
made himself familiar with the automobile side of 
motorsport but the terminal risks engendered in 
following that particular high-speed discipline 
tend to induce caution and a certain healthy _ 
circumspect. The pattern is well-established, as 
Mike Hailwood and John Surtees have 
deomonstrated in their successful transition from 
bikes to cars'in World Championship racing. But 
Roger thinks, now, there’s little chance of some 
day seeing his name in the results from a four- 
wheeled race. Despite his disclaimer, he is capable 
of driving well and the rumors continue to build, 
particularly after another motocross injury, that 
DeCoster will give up two wheels for four. 

Actually, Roger anticipates with increasing 
determination confirming his future activities 
within the realm of motorcycle sport. Possibly, as 
a mentor and teacher of young “pilotes’* on the 
way up. Or even as a technical consultant for some 
factory, whether they want to call it R&D, testing, 
tuning, or whatever. With the experience he has, 
especially the thorough technical background — 
not common to all international “pilotes”. — 
DeCoster will no doubt be able to find an activity 
that will assure him of a post-racing future. 

Another of the options that Roger entertains is 
the possibility of building a permanent motocross 
circuit somewhere, probably in Europe, with a 
complete and permanent infrastructure, much 
like the road racing tracks already in existence at 
Daytona Beach, Florida or Ontario, California. 
He envisions a viable future for motocross through 
increased spectator appeal, 

“In a country like Belgium, in which motocross 
enjoys maximum popularity, I sincerely believe 
that this type of complex is indispensable. The 
project does not seem to be me all that utopian. 
Plus, with always more popuiation pressure, we 
are in danger of losing the use of some natural 
tracks which.see only one or two races a year run 
on them. It seems like a project both realizable 
and profitable.” 

Roger’s U.S. racing experience has influenced 
him, as the so-called “stadium motocrosses” in this 
country have had very high spectator popularity. 
After. participating in a couple of these races on 
man-made courses, Roger’s candid comment was, 
“It's not so bad as I thought.” 

His European motocross complex is probably 
realizable, unless Roger emigrates permanently to 
the United States. The change in residence is not 
at all impossible since one of his co-equal 
ambitions is to create a. motocross racers’ school. 
In 1973, he was invited to Greece to give such a 
course to local riders. It was a task that Roger 
returned from very pleased. Mainly, because his 
students showed themselves to be quite satisfied 
with the schooling. 

“Before I went to Greece, I doubted the actual 
worth of these motocross lessons. However, at 
Athens I became aware that if the course of 
instruction is basically well-conceived, if all that 
the student racers may and must do is first fairly 





established (knowledge of self, machine, and 
terrain), there is no doubt that such teaching is an 
activity from which motocross can profit. To 
establish this” kind of school, the United States 
appears to me to be the ideal place. Motocross 
racing is still in its initial stages. The possibilities 
appear enormous. Moreover, the establishment of 
a discipline in motocross racing, like homework, 
will mark the sport with more_professionalism. 
This, in turn, will help to give it a less restricted 
future. All the elements exist in the U.S. to allow a 
‘motocross master’ to accomplish some significant 
work with racers aspiring to professinal or 
international levels.” 


As a motocross professional, Roger has 
incontestably succeeded. He has attained the 
highest level possible for a racer, and as a result, a 
comfortable material situation and lifestyle. The 
teenage boy who grudgingly paid out his francs, 
each scrabbled for and hoarded day by day, to 
indulge his passion for motocross is now, among 
other things, the happy owner of a small estate in 
the woods of Tremelo, a Brussels suburb. A stag 
and two does now gambole amidst the pines 
around Roger's villa and property. The estate is 
called, with some appropriateness, “The Fox.” 
The deer are called, with little originality, 
“Bambi.” All of them. : 

In the garage are anywhere from two to four 
works RH250 and RN370 Suzukis, on which 
Roger practices his sport and experiments, 
especially with frame and suspension ideas. In the 
driveway is a fuel-injected 164E Volvo and a 
Porsche. Roger relaxes by working in the rose 
garden, digging, weeding, and tending his 
extensive, neatly-kept bushes. A gardener usually 
mows the lush grass lawn. 

Ironically, Roger never saw his home, “La 
Renarde,” until after he already owned it. Before 
he left for the United States in mid-October of 
1969 to take part in the third European foray onto 
American motocross tracks, he had mentioned to 
Jose Manset his notion of buying something in the 
greater Brussels metropglitan area. Without being 
too specific or precise about a location, Roger 
seemed to have a preference for a hosue in the 
Keerbergen or Tremelo area. 

Roger had been in the States only three weeks 
when he received a telegram from Manset. It 
mentioned a villa for sale on Van Roostlaan Place. 
If he was interested he should respond quickly — 
by telephone as there were other interested buyers. 
Roger called from Bud Ekins’ house. . 

In five minutes on the trans-Atlantic telephone, 
Roger got enough information to authorize the 
purchase. Fifteen days later, he received some 
photos of his future abode from Jose Manset, who 
had purchased the villa for DeCoster. 

“The property really appealed to me. To this. 
day, I've never regretted buying my home. Even 
without having seen it.” 

Nineteen seventy-three was a significant year 
for Roger. He had, of course, won his third World 
championship but on December 13, two days 
before his wedding in California, Roger was 
awarded the highest, and most prestigious 
recognition that it is possible for a Belgian-born 
athlete to receive. 

DeCoster was selected as the sole recipient of the 


„annual National Merit Trophy for Sport. The 


} 


award was presented to him by Prince Baudouin, 
reigning monarch of Belgium. Roger therefore 
became only the fifth motorcyclist to receive his 
nation’s highest sporting award since the creation 
of the institution. 

It had gone to Jules Tacheny and Rene Milhoux 
in the 1930's for setting numerous world speed 
records on asphalt, then to the late Rene Baeten, 
the first Belgian to become World Champion in 
500cc motocross (then the only world-level class), 
and lastly to Joel Robert in 1964, the year in which 
he won the first of six World Champion titles at 
the young age of 20. 

Roger thought, later, that the National Merit 
Trophy was the best possible souvenir he could 
have of the last moto of the last 500cc Grand Prix 
determining the World championship. It was on 
the St. Anthonis circuit in the Netherlands that 
the German Willi Bauer's last hopes of upsetting 
DeCoster were finished. Roger's trophies of the 
motocross wars would always have seemed 
incomplete unless they included the highest honor 
possible for a Belgian athlete. 

“If it wasn’t to be mine that year, there was a 


-good chance that it would never be. And my list of 


accomplishments would always have had that big 
empty place in it...” 

Two days later, Roger married Laurie Adams 
in her minister father’s church in Santa Barbara,

California. 1973 was the year of DeCoster. 

However, international motocross is also a part 
of the greater world within which it happens. In 
the civilization of the 1970s, even an uncluttered 
and basically simple sport like motor racing gets 
entangled with committees of non-racers, vague 
rules and the uncertainties of personal or national 
politics. 

One results of motocross “modernization” was 
that even Roger's 1973 championship was finally 
the result of a committee decision. 

It shouldn't have been. The. rules of World 
championship motocross seem, conceptually, as 
straightforward as possible for a multi-national 
season-long series of Grands Prix: the “pilote” 
with the best total of finishing positions and wins 
(all counting toward Grand Prix points) is the new 
Champion. Roger had more GP points than his 
closest competitor, Willi Bauer. After everybody 
threw out their worst finishes, counting only their 
best racing performance, as allowed under 1973 
rules, Roger still had more GP points. 

It turned out, though, that Roger DeCoster 
wasn't officially confirmed as motocross champion 
of the world until after the annual congress of the 
Federation Internationale Motocycliste 


(International Motorcycle Federation) which . 


assembled that year in Madrid at the beginning of 
November, nearly two months after the last Grand 
Prix. 

It fell to the Motocross and Trial Commission of 
the F.I.M., which had been created through the 
efforts of Belgian F.I.M. delegate Rene Bruneel 
(and: who, in turn, now presided over it) to 
consider the motion introduced by the English 
and Swedish federations to annul the 500cc title. 
In effect, depriving Roger of his third World 
championship. ' 

The whole affair began in Austria on April 15 
of that year at the Sittendorf circuit near Vienna. 
It was the site of the first 500 Grand Prix of the 
season. That day, about 20 of the top-ranked 
“pilotes,” among them Roger DeCoster, refused to 
start the race. Their reason was basic. It was 
physically impossible to race on the Sittendorf 
circuit. 

All during the night, a freak spring snowstorm 
had dumped snow over the Austrian hillsides. By 
morning, a foot or more covered everything and, 
even with Austrian soldiers working with shovels, 
it proved impossible to uncover the circuit: Only 


‘one path about two feet wide had been cleared on 


the flat areas; the snow was less deep on the 
hillsides but wasn’t cleared at all. The track 
simply could not accommodate the 40-odd GP 
riders entered in the event. It was not feasible to 
race a Grand Prix. 

As an added reason to forego the Grand Prix, 
the course was in violation of F.I.M. rules which 
demand a minimum of approx. 10 ft. (three 
meters) width on the course at all points. 

The angry “pilotes” and the official delegates of 
Belgium, Holland, Sweden, and England 
proposed to run the race in order to satisfy the 
organizers and the TV audience (TV time had 
already been sold by Herr Bosch, the chief 
organizer.) but the event should not count towards 
the World championship. The international jury, 
heavily weighted in numbers by representatives 
from the Eastern block, rejected this proposal. 
The event was to be run in the snow; it was to 
count as a GP. 

At the start gate for the first moto of the 1973 
Austrian 500 GP, there were only a handful of 


contestants, none "of them among -the 
acknowledged greats of motocross. Most of them 
were from Eastern European countries or were 
Austrian riders looking to pick up some easy GP 
points. All of the top riders, led by reigning World 
Champion DeCoster’s influential stand in not 
participating due to the dangerous, impossible 
conditions of the course, had. walked out on the 
Grand Prix. A young American rider, Brad 
Lackey, then embarking on his first full season of 
500cc Grand Prix competition and the only U.S. 
racer, maintained solidarity with the European 
racers and passed up a chance to pick up some 
cheap GP points. Brad admitted he would have 
done whatever Roger had decided to do in this 
situation. Still, he showed. reasonable judgment 
and a sense that the riders must stand together 
that belied the hungry eagerness of a 20-year-old. 
This incident went some way toward forging a 
stronger friendship between DeCoster and young 
Lackey,.who himself was U.S. 500cc Motocross 
Champion that year; already a pro motocross 


, veteran at 20. 


The Austrian GP was won by a Czech named 
Oldrich Hammerschmid. He defeated 16 other 
riders of generally even less distinction in the first 
moto and 13 other starters in the second. 

But now, the question of whether the Austrian 
GP was or was not a World Championship points- 
paying GP was raised again in the lofty, ornate 
meeting rooms of Madrid, The Swedish and 
English delegates co-sponsored introduction of a 
complaint demanding the annulment of the 
Austrian Grand Prix. It was a complaint which, if 
sustained, would deprive Roger DeCoster of a 
third world title. 

In effect, if the Austrian GP were removed from 
the list of events counting toward the 
championship, then the final ranking of “pilotes” 
would. be based on the best 10 finishes for each 
rider rather than the best 11. Under the “10 best” 
conditions, Willi Bauer would have totaled the 
same number of points as Roger (135), and, after 
everything was sorted out, take the world title 
since he had more first places than Roger during 
the season. 

During its first meeting, the Motocross and 
Trial Commission devoted more than two hours to 
considering this motion for annulment. Finally, 
the status quo was accepted as the most reasonable 
condition. Roger DeCoster’s world title was 
confirmed around the green baize table of an 
ornate conference hall in Madrid. 

The Commission's report on its decision based 
the majority argument on the fact that the 
annulment of the Austrian GP as a points-paying 
World Championship round should have been 
done during the motocross season or, better, 
before the next Grand Prix on the schedule was 
contested. This would have enabled all the 
“pilotes” to come to the start for that succeeding 
GP knowing exactly where they stood in terms of 
necessary, and best, finishes for the season. 


But that decision had never been made 
officially during the season. Therefore, Bauer as 
well as DeCoster had fought out the rest of the 
Grands Prix knowing that the snowed-out race at 
Sittendorf had been upheld by the international 
jury at the time as an integral part of the list of 
performances for each “pilote” in 1973.’ Or so the 
Commission's reasoning went. True, DeCoster 
and Bauer had raced with the knowledge that 
Austria was part of the World Championship 
rounds, so it could charitably be said that logic 
triumphed at Madrid. It could also be said that it 
didn’t hurt to have the commission headed by 
Rene Bruneel — but that would not be true. Even 
though both DeCoster and Bruneel are Belgian, 
normally reason enough for collaboration in 
F.I.M. politics, relations are not good between 
them. It is, in fact, a reflection of Bruneel’s (and 
the Belgian federation’s) lack of affection for the 
country’s most distinguished 500cc rider that he 
accepted the complaint into his committee for 
consideration in the first place. 

The revolt of the gladiators on the snowy hills of 
Sittendorf was now part of the legend of 
motocross. The irony was that its most influential 
leader, DeCoster, nearly cost himself his third 
world title. But it was also that rider revolt that 
sparked the formation of the Grand Prix Riders’ 
Association, established to look out for the 
interests, especially in matters of course safety, of 
all GP motocrossers. It has since proved a viable, 
respected organization. 

And it was Roger DeCoster, in his leadership role 
as World Champion, who was one of the principal 
sponsors of the Association in its formative stages.

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Jon R: the name is synonymous with the powerful mofocross racing program of 
American Honda. A large part of the racing success enjoyed by Honda is made 
possible by dedicated mechanics like Jon Rosenstiel. 

He started out working on motorcycles when his dad, who owned a farm 
machinery shop in Illinois, decided to carry a small selection of Hondas. This was 
the birth of a life-long love for motorcycles. After seven years Jon decided to move 
west, and wrote Honda a letter asking if they knew of any mechanic openings with 
dealers on the West Coast. Honda like what they read and employed Jon as a 
product engineer. 

Jon’s first involvement within the Honda racing effort came at the 1972 Baja 500 
tuning the four-month-old XL250. After Gene Fetty and Bill Silverthorne’s Baja 
victory you could say Jon was off to the races, (pun intended). 

After supporting Bruce Baron in 1972, Jon became the tuner for Gary and 
DeWayne Jones on the National Motocross scene. The Honda wrench remembers 
that year with mixed emotions. The good part was that the team was based in 
Texas at the Jones’ grandparent’s home. “I think | gained five pounds the first 
week. The bad thing about that year was that | had to drive this un-godly big, red 
truck. It was a 10 speed and it was tough to hit all the shifts without missing one. 
You just don’t pull into a McDonalds with one of those,” Jon said. The high point of 
that year was when he married Carol around Christmas time. Wayne and Warren 
Reid, Carol's sons, rounded out the happy foursome. 

In '74 Jon tuned for Marty Smith at two of the four 125 Nationals and the dusty 
World Cup. Marty swept the National title with 180 points to spare. With that 
season, Jon had proven himself to be one of the finest tuners in the U.S. 

The big “Ice Cream Truck’’ for team Honda entered the '75 season with Jon 
again behind Marty and #1. For the second year in a row Smith dominated the 125 
class with a flawless performance. Smith finished the season with a total of 1,000 
points, ahead of Tim Hart’s second-place 457. 

Last year, Jon headed the European racing effort for Honda. Based in West 
Germany, he guided Smith in European competition. Japan didn’t know if they 
were going to race that year until-very late and ended up racing year-old models 
with increased suspension travel. “European tracks were a lot rougher than the 
tracks in the U.S. We broke parts we thought we would never break. It was also a 
very rough year on Marty — he couldn't speak the language, the food was different 
and travel was demanding,” Jon said ashe remembered that year across the 
Atlantic. . 

Jon is a perfectionist. He thought of ‘76 as a failure, although Smith finished 
second in the 125 National Championship. and third in Grand Prix World 
Championship competition. A lot of factories would be happy to have such a 
“failure.” 

Warren Reid was hindered early in his career ih his bid for a factory ride. No 
factory in their right mind would send their super-secret bikes to the home of the 
famous Honda mechanic, and Honda avoided Warren because it might look like 
Jon got the ride for his step-son. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth. Warren is out to prove himself this year 
in the 125 Nationals. Warren placed fifth at Hangtown with a 3-12 score, on a 
virtually stock Elsinore. Both Warren and Jon are looking forward to the rest of the 
125 races. 

Concerning the title this year, Jon said, “Nobody is going to walk away with it 
this year.” Count on one thing: Jon R will be a factor in this year's championship 
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American Pat Hennen’s Suzuki broke in two in a nasty crash while Hennen 
was in second place. Hennen was unhurt. 





World Championship Road Race GP-Round 4 
Sheene tops 500’s, Baker fourth, 


Hennen crashes

Barry Sheene, the Dictator of 
Imola: that’s how an Italian 
newspaper described the British 
world champion after practice 
for the Italian Grand Prix at 
Imola on Sunday, and there was 
no reason for anyone to change 
that title after Sunday's 30-lap 
500cc race. 

Sheene won this one the hard way-- 
from the back. And with his nearest 
rivals Steve Baker and Pat Hennen in 
trouble, Barry stretched his lead to 15 
points with only five more rounds to go 
in this year’s title chase. 

If Sheene’s was to be expected, then 
the results of the 250cc and 350cc 
races at Imola provided some in- 
teresting and welcome surprises. 

Franco Uncini, the youngster 
Harley-Davidson. drafted into their 
squad this year to help Walter Villa 
defend his two titles, won the 250cc 
event to score his first GP success and 
help boost the sagging morale of the 
Italian-based factory for whom little 
has gone right this year. Franco now 
leads the 250cc title chase by nine 
points from England’s Tom Herron, 
who was back in sparkling form to take 
fourth place. 

But even more impressive was Alan 
North, who confirmed his early season 
form by winning the 350cc race. It, 
too, was his first GP success and for the 
privateer from South Africa, who 
handles the preparation of his brace of 
racing machines single-handed, it was 
a personal triumph. 

Six laps from home the clutch cable 
on North's Yamaha snapped, but though 
Italian Mario Lega, making his debut 
on the factory Morbidelli, and another 
South African, Kork Ballington on Sid 
Griffiths’ Yamaha, closed the gap, 
North hung on to his lead. 

Ballington wasn’t given a chance to 
see if he could pass the pair ahead of 
him, though, for 2% laps from home 
he ran out of fuel. 

It's still too early to start talking of 
titles because mechanical trouble or a 
tumble-could still upset the form book. 
But the fact remains that there was no 
one in the 500cc race to match Sheene. 

At the flag he was only 1.3 seconds 
ahead.of Italian Virginio Ferrari, who 
had led the race for half the distance, 
and Armando Toracca was in close 
company too. But there was never 
doubting the final‘ result for one 
moment. 


Sheene was in mid-field position as 
the pack pushed away, while Toracca, 
Ferrari and Steve Baker on the factory. 
Yamaha were quick to fire up, and by 
the end of the opening lap, Barry was 
still in 14th place. . 

Ferrari was flying, but the pack 

gradually whittled away ‘his lead. Pat 
Hennen moved ahead of Toracca to go 
into second place but a lap later the 
American crashed at high speed at the 
fast left hander soon after the start and 
finish area, but miracously escaped in- 
jury. 
Just why he crashed wasn’t clear; 
but one theory is that the new style 
fairing, based on the early season 
Yamaha design reacted badly to a side 
wind making “the front end of the 
Susuki four go light. Whatever it was, 
though, it was effective for in the ac- 
cident the machine broke in two 
pieces. 

Hennen's accident put Steve Baker ` 
into second place with Toracca close 
behind and Sheene now fourth. 
Within two laps, though, Baker was 
back in fourth spot while Sheene 
chased Ferrari, with Toracca in tow. 

Both of them. passed Ferrari and 
Virginio was content to stay in third 
place until two laps from the flag when 
he passed Toracca and closed the gap 
on Sheene from more than three 


seconds to less than two. 

But Sheene always had things under 
control. Baker, the Yamaha seeming 
to be down on power, and the 
American perhaps a trifle unnerved 
after crashing in practice for the third 
week in succession, was fourth home to 
keep runner-up place in the cham- 
pionship trail but lose still more 
ground to Sheene. 

If the race had gone any longer, 
Ago might have caught Baker too, for 
after a sluggish start he rattled 
through the field to finish fifth just 
ahead of the talented Philippe 
Coulon.

Smith untouchable at 
Popeye’s Superdome 


Supercross

NEW ORLEANS, LA, JUNE 4 


Team Honda’s Marty Smith, perhaps to con- 
sole himself for the near miss in the 250cc Na- 
tional Series title chase, left all challengers be- 
hind in the Popeye’s Fried Chicken sponsored 


Louisiana Superdome AMA 
Supercross final moto. From the 
moment the bright red factory Honda 
burned off the line and led the field 


` into turn one to the cheers of a 40,000- 


plus audience, Marty had it won. 

The competition was there. 
Yamaha's phenomenon Bob Hannah 
trailed in Smith's tracks, and Can- 
Am’s indoor specialist Jimmy Ellis kept 
the pressure full-on throughout the 20- 
lap race. But Hannah was riding with 
an injured ankle and had instructions 
to just “just finish,” and the tight, 
longish (over one-minute lap times) 
Superdome track made passing a 
chancy process among riders of near 
equal ability. Once the top three riders 
took their places in the first quarter of 
the final moto, their positions 
remained unchanged in a parade-like 


finish. 
Qualifying 

The best racing of the evening took 
place in the four qualifying motos and 
two semifinals as riders struggled to 
get into the money-paying events. 

In a preview of things to come, 
Marty Smith rocketed out of the hole 
in the first qualifier with Team 
Kawasaki's Terry Clark and Suzuki’s 
three-time 250cc National Champ 
Tony DiStefano close behind. Marty 
might have carried the “preview” 
concept in completion, but he 
dropped the Honda on the fourth time 
around, and Terry Clark took over 
with a determined Tony D on his trail. 
Smith remounted quickly — behind 
Clark and DiStefano — and swiftly 
began“ building momentum for a 
recovery ride as announcer Larry 
Huffman prepped the crowd for what 
was sure to come. By this time, more 
pressure, had built up from behind 
Smith as Equipo Bultaco’s Rich 


Eierstedt and “Hurricane” Hannah 
had moved into fourth and fifth 
places. 

Smith, charging at a speed excelled 
only by that of Huffman’s tongue, 
closed the gap on Tony D beginning a 
duel that would soon carry them both 
past Clark. The moto ended with 
DiStefano working hard just to keep 
Smith from literally buzzing the 
knobs off the Suzuki's rear tire. Clark 
held third; Eierstedt and Hannah 
rounded out the top five who 
qualified. 

Confusion at the gate put three 
riders over the metal barrier before it 
dropped for the second qualifying 
round. Suzuki's Jeff Jennings hopped 
completely over it and worked his 
advantage into a beautiful holshot. 
Unfortunately for Jeff, the advantage 
would be lost in the form of a one-lap 
penalty when the race was done. 
Roger Jones and Jon Kolbenavik also 
lost a lap as a result of their eagerness 
to get a quick start. 

Kent “Howerton, 
Jennings with a legal start, got past in 
the first minute of the race as did 
Suzuki’s 1975 Japanese National 
Champion Koji Masuda. Jim 
Pomeroy, fifth at the start, had 
slipped up into fourth. Pomeroy made 
short work of .both Masuda and 
Jennings, moving up to second by lap 
four. Jim would close on Kent, press 
for a while, then finally ease off and 
take a secure second, easily qualifying 
for the main event while Howerton 
took the moto victory. 

The next three qualifying places 
were anything but settled however, as 
no fewer than six riders formed a 
bumping, shoving traffic jam in 
contention for the remaining three 
slots on the final event starting line- 
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second behind.

up. Jennings, though he must have 
known he'd be penalized, was going 
for it. But Kawasaki's Gary Semics had 
fastened onto Jeff's tail and he was 
being pushed hard by Masuda, Mickey 
Boone, Chuck Sun and John Ayers. 
On the last lap, Boone jammed under 
Masuda on a tight-bermed right 
hander, and Koji went over the high 
side, out of the running. With 
Jennings bumped, the final three slots 
went to Semics, Sun and Ayers. 

Jimmy Ellis left no doubt 
concerning the third qualifier 
outcome. Captain Cobalt led Bultaco’s 
Kenny Zahrt, Maico’s Steve Stackale 
and Bul rider David Taylor out of the 
chute on his good-running and ultra- 
quiet Can-Am. For, Ellis, it was 
simply a matter of keeping the bike up 
on two wheels as. Zahrt settled back 
after pushing early in the race and 
Stackable followed suit. 

But then the second and third place 
runners dropped back suddenly, and 
Team Honda's Tommy Croft 
inherited second place. Zahrt had 


stalled the Bultaco, and Stackable (‘I . 


slipped down on that little off-camber 
thing.”) had fallen. Both recovered 
quickly to stay in the top five. Stack 
even. closed on Croft to keep him 
honest, but Tommy held his second 
place behind a long gone Jimmy Ellis, 
Zahrt followed in fourth and Can-Am 
rider Robert Owen completed the top 
five. 

Last year’s Supercross Series Champ 
Jimmy Weinert launched his factory 
Kawasaki to head the fourth qualifier 
from gate to checkered flag. Steve 
Wise, riding an RM250 Suzuki, stayed 
behind Weinert all the way to an 
unchallenged second place. 

But Gaylon Mosier, in one of the 
most impressive rides of the evening, 
recovered from a first turn tangle to 


place fourth at the end. The crash ` 


raised a lump on the Team Maico 
rider's upper leg, a painful injury that 
would affect his final moto 
performance noticeably. Mosier got 
around Yamaha’s Rick Burgett into 
third place with four laps remaining, 
but the “Lumberjack” returned the 
favor on the final time around to 
regain his third. Behind Mosier in fifth 
was Suzuki’s Danny LaPorte who also 
had put in an outstanding recovery 
ride from that first lap fracas. 

Four more riders made the 
program, two from each semifinal 
moto. An extra tight race formed in 
the first one as Jeff Jennings and Koji 
Masuda, the two Team Suzuki riders 
took a hotly contested battle right 
down to an unbelievable finish. As 
they approached a lapped rider in the 
final turn on the last lap, Masuda took 


- an outside line as Jennings cut inside. 


As the slower rider drifted wide, he 


and Masuda tangled bars and both > 
shot off into the infield where Masuda 
demolished a photographer's tripod in 
a violent get-off. Koji got up quickly, 
restarted the Suzuki and crossed the 
line still in second place — the final 
qualifying position in the moto! 

The second semi put the last two 
riders on the line for the final event. 
Penton. rider Charles Cooper took the 
win over Bultaco mounted David 
Taylor. 

Consolation 

Former Team Bultaco rider Wayne 
Boyer, now waging a strictly privateer 
effort on a Yamaha, topped the 
consolation race. 

Malcolm McBride led Bob Collie 
and Johnny Borders through the 
opening lap as Boyer, back in sixth 
place, dialed it on and looked for 
passing opportunities. On laps two 
and three, both Collie and Broders got 
around McBride. Borders’ turn near 
the front was short-lived as he fell on 
the next lap and let Ralph Babin into 
second place. 

By this time, Boyer had worked up 
into third. Roger Jones rode two spots 
back in fifth, but he soon found a line 
around McBride (fourth) to follow 
Boyer to the flag. Collie came in third. 


Final 

It was 11:13 when the gate dropped 
for the final moto in. Popeye's 
Superdome Supercross. But if people 
were tired, 24 bikes exploding off the 
line accompanied by Huffman's 
excitement-building patter certainly 
brought them back to life. As Marty 
Smith wicked his Honda to the front, 
bikes were bouncing and flipping in all 
directions. Suzuki's Danny LaPorte 
and Husky's Chuck Sun went down in 
turn one. Rick Burgett lost control of 
the factory-backed YZ250 Yamaha in 
a collision with Suzuki’s Koji Masuda. - 
And things were equally hot out in 
front. 

Bob Hannah wasn’t sparing Marty 
Smith an inch of leeway in his pursuit 
of the leader. Steve Wise, riding a 
non-factory RM250, managed to hold 
off the man from Can-Am for a lap 
and a half before Jimmy Ellis passed in 
mid-air on the largest jump on the 
course. __ 

“Ellis almost jumped on me...it 
freaked me out!” Wise recalled after 
the race, “I looked up, and his front 
wheel was right there! (indicating a 
level just above his head and only a 
foot away).” 

The “freak out” must have been a 
delayed reaction, however, as Steve 
quickly got the gas on and repassed 
almost instantly. Two laps ‘later,. 
Jimmy once more came past, and this 
time it stuck. Wise lost concentration

A Break Ahead, or Will 


Everybody Lose? 


The Speedway Strike 


Slides on

With shouts and signs advocating their cause, 
dissident speedway riders brought their strike 
to the gates of the Orange County Fairgrounds 
in Costa Mesa on Friday night, May 13. It was 


the second week of racing at Costa 
Mesa’s basket-sized speedway track. 
The marquee out front advertized the 
likes of Mike Bast, Jim Fishback and 
Bruce Penhall who would be racing 
that night, but’incoming fans noticed 
another sign placed below the 
marquee which said simply, “RIDERS 
ON STRIKE.” 

Jerry Fairchild and others stood 
outside the main entrance holding 
strike placards and signs. At the gate, 
riders led by Sonny Nutter and Billy 
Gray stopped cars and passed out 
leaflets as they talked to fans. The 
question that the strikers asked most 
ofter: “Do you want to see half the 
show for the same dough?” With that, 
they asked fans to please turn around 
in support of the strike. 

To go or not to go has been a tough 
question for fans to answer ever since 
the beginning of the speedway season 
when the Speedway Racing Assn. 
(SRA) membership and promoter 
Harry Oxley disagreed over a proposed 
10% raise over the 30% -of-gate-receipts 
that riders have been paid the last nine 
years. 


Riders have demanded the raise in 
order to cover the rise in the cost of 
living over the years that speedway has 
been run in this country. They claim, 
that like the cost of living, the cost of 
racing has also gone up. A bike that 
cost $700 in 1970 now costs $2,000. 
Then there’s the cost of riding gear 
(helmet, leathers, boots, gloves, other 
protective pieces, and the all- 
important steel shoe), the cost of 
transportation, gas, food, lodging, 
and other things which add up to an 
expensive bill at the end of the week. 
Technological improvements like 
four-valve heads, overhead cams, new 
engines and new bikes also run up the 
cost of being competitive. And, if 
something should break, well. . . 

But money and the cost of living 
make up only one facet of the dispute. 
The leaflets distributed by strikers to 


incoming spectators at Costa Mesa 
complained of what they called the 
“promoters’ monopoly.” Claims listed 
included: 1) “Promoters refuse to 
discuss rider request for increased 
share of the profits!; 2) Rider cost to 
participate has skyrocketed; 3) 
Promoters have not increased riders 
purse in over eight years.” The leaflet 
asked for fans to “Let the promoter 
know you want to see all the top riders 
on the program!” It concluded its 
appeal by saying “A small increase to 
the riders would not incréase the cost 
to the public, as we are asking only a 
small increase of gate money.” 

“Our business is racing,” said an 
SRA representative in reference to the 
demand. “And we're not interested 
in how much money Harry makes as 
long as we get our fair share. If we had 
been getting an honest count all this 
time, there wouldn't be any strike, 
because we would be fairly well off. 
After nine years of racing, Bill Cody, 
Mike Connelly, Sonny Nutter and 
Rick Woods would be financially a 
whole lot more secure than they: are 
now. They just don’t really have a 
whole lot more now, compared to 
when they started. I am quite sure tha 
Harry Oxley has improved his 
financial situation a whole bundle in 
the last nine years. But all we want is 
our fair, rightful share of the gate. We 
donot want to put him out of business. 
We donot-want to take his tracks away 
from him. We do not want to do any- 
thing except help him make more 
money, and get more people into the 


grandstands — and put on a better | 


show, so we can make more money. 
That's what we're really interested in: 
racing and making money.” : 

Dissenting riders have claimed tha 
pressure has been put on them by 
Oxley in an attempt to stop their 
protest. Also, one SRA member 
alleges that Oxley has manipulated 
newspaper advertizing and news 
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coverage to: his own advantage in order 
to hide the strike from the public. 

In a telephone interview with Oxley, 
his response to the charge of media 
manipulation was “a lie.” Harry 
explained that “the problem there 
is. . .the newspapers have been 
printing us for nine years, and they 
print their information any way they 
want to.” 

As striking riders were making their 
cause known to incoming fans at Costa 
Mesa, there were complaints by the 
riders that, as they stopped cars in 
order to make their pitch to the 
occupants, program distributors (Mrs. 
Marylin Oxley and Mrs. Dennis Fink) 
would butt in to pass out a program, 
and at the same time threaten riders 
that they'd never ride again. 

Oxley denied that there were any 
threats, however. He said, “The 
people have been out front saying 
‘don't go in’, Marylin decided that she 
had. had enough and that people 
should have a choice. So she went up 
to cars that were stopped and handed 
out programs. When an old-time ex- 
rider found that out, he said, ‘Now 
that they know that the top guys are 
riding, now what are we going to 
do?” Oxley continued to say in 
response to the threat allegations, “I 
make the decisions about who rides at 
my tracks.” 

That Friday night, when cars, 
trucks and vans stopped, riders made 
their appeal and asked people inside 
the vehicles to turn around. Some did. 
Others kept on rolling through -as 
security guards urged riders to not 
block traffic. Then, there were those 
dangerous few who didn't seem to give 
a damn about anything as they gassed 
their way through the strikers, causing 
several dissident riders and supporters 
to get out of the way. » 

Occasionally, a car load of foxy 
chicks would stop to see what was 
happening and Sonny Nutter would be 
called in to handle the case in his own 
personal manner. The appeal was the 
same — to turn around to support the 
strike, or to help the riders out by 
carrying a sign. Some of the girls 
smiled and went on. Some stayed. 

More strikers were stationed by the 
entrance to the fair grounds for a last 
minute act of persuasion as spectators 
went on to the track, but apparently 
their efforts did little good. The stands 
inside the speedway stadium were 
almost full, and more people kept on 
coming through the turnstiles. 

Apparently, it didn’t seem to matter 
much to them who was on the track as 
long as the action was there. “We 
know about the strike,” said one pretty 
girl as she and a friend bought tickets, 
“but we came to see the races anyway.” 





The riders who participated that 
night at Costa Mesa saw things directly 
opposite from the views of their 
striking counterparts. Steve Lewotski, 
who’s in the transition between Second 
and First Division riding, gave a 
rundown of what riders on the other 
side of the fence think: 

In April, the SRA held a meeting 
which has been a center of controversy 
for both sides since strike feelings were 
running very hign. A vote was taken 
on whether or not to strike. 

“Fourty-four were for riding, and 48 
were against,” said Lewotski. “So we 
had a split association. The SRA fell 
apart that night. Some people say that 
it wasn’t a fair vote, but there were 
enough riders who wanted to ride that 
Harry said, ‘OK we'll ride, and those 
that don’t, sit on the fence,’ And that's 
what happened.” 

But one SRA member alleges that 
the SRA vote was “instigated by 
Oxley” for his own purposes. “He 
brought people in to the meeting for 
the express purpose of just to vote at 
that meeting,” the member claimed. 
“(Oxley) paid their memberships so 
that they would be able to vote. In 
theory, they really shouldn’t have been 
allowed to vote, but they did vote — 
and there were about 10 of them. 
After the election, he stopped 
payment on their membership checks. 
In reality, they were only members for 
that one vote, and to try to influence 
that one vote in an unethical manner. 
If you take those 10 votes away, then 
the vote was really 48 to 34.” 

“The vast majority of riders came 
out to ride”, said Lewotski. “Only 15 
or 20 — maybe 25 — are not riding: a 
very, very small percentage of riders. 
And we're putting on a good show. 
There are First Division riders out 
here. There’ve been people who've 
been saying that there are no First 
Division riders riding — that's a 
crock.” 

According to Lewotski, Oxley 
hasn’t been using any scare tactics as 
alleged by strikers; “In fact, he’s been 
ignoring them (the strikers), and he 
won't take any action against them. If 
they want to be there, they’re there. 
They can strike. But he’s not doing 
anything about them. He’s “been 
calling up the police if anything 
happens. Basically, nothing’s 
happened so far that I know of; so 
everything's been cool. But their ranks 
are dwindling. There’ve been quite a 
few riders who have come over to start 
riding.” : 

Strikers, on the other hand, claim 
that those currently riding have béen 
“feeling pretty bad about riding while 
they know their friends are out 
striking.” In other words, according to 





the strikers, dissension still exists 
among the. riders who are presently 
riding. 

But Lewotski,says that there isn’t 
any dissension at all. “I haven't heard 
anything for it,” he said. According to 
Lewotski, riders have formed a Riders 
Control Board (RCB) to enforce rules 
and handle any grievences that might 
come up. “They have been very strict 
and have been enforcing the rules, and 
most of the riders have been sticking 
with the RCB and Harry. There have 

| been no ill feelings against Harry that 
I know of,” : 

According to Lewotski, there are a 
few riders, however, who haven't taken 
a side in the controversy which has 
ripped the speedway scene from top to 
bottom. “There are a few riders who. 
are sitting in the middle — don’t know 
what they want to do — and try to wait 
it out. But I don’t think that there’s 
anything to wait out. I think the SRA 
is pretty much dead.” 

As the situation stands, those riders 
associated with Oxley are apparently 
satisfied with their relationship, said 
Lewotski. “Well, I'm happy with it,” 
he said. “I’ve heard a few grumbles 
that Harry could possibly be paying 
some more money; but as far as 1 
know, it’s pretty much 100% with 
Harry.” 

Even though striking riders have 
made several allegations about Oxley’s 
character and fairness, Lewotski 
personally attested to his own 
relationship with Oxley. “Harry 
Oxley's never screwed me. He’s always 
been fair to me ever since I've been in 
speedway. The SRA has never really 
done anything for me except charge 
me money to ride. And as-far as I’m 
concerned, Harry's been the fairest 


promoter on the circuit. Over the last ` 


nine years, there’'ve been 12 
promoters, and Harry Oxley’s the only 
one who’s made it. So he’s got to be 
doing something right.” 

On the other hand, striking First 
Division rider Tom Morely has his own 
opinion as to why he was participating 
in the strike. “It’s the right thing to do. 
It’s what I plan on doing for the next 
10 years, maybe. I'd like to make a 
living of it — it’s called professional 
racing. And that’s the way to do it.” 

Morely admitted, however, that the 
number of striking riders are few 
indeed. “There are not a whole lot of 
guys — not enough, I think. But 
they’re all First Division riders. They've 
been in it a few years, and they know 
what it’s like.” 

Morely also believes that the 
threats denied by Oxley are real. “I 
think that there’ve been some threats. 
I won't mention by who. But a lot of 
guys just want the money, so they go 
out there and ride.” 

Those riders who have been running 
with Oxley contend that the strikers 
are “over the hill” riders, who were 
never able to cut it onthe track in the 
first place. “They still want to ride,” 
said Morely in disagreement. “Maybe 
some of them have been around, but 
they're in there to win just like 
anybody else.” 

Another SRA member, who wished 
not to have his identity disclosed, 
thought that “it’s ridiculous to say that 
anybody at 30, or 28, 31 or 32 years 
old” could be considered over the hill. 
“If they have a problem, it’s a mental 
problem because they've been beaten 
so much. They've been cheated, 
they've been browbeaten for eight or 
nine years — mentally, they’re down. 
It’s hard to be enthusiastic, to be 
competitive, when you’re mentally just 

. being whipped all the time.” 

He elaborated upon the alleged 
threats that Morely alluded to. “There 
have been so many guys blackballed by 

„our promoters for ome reason or 
another, mainly because they wouldn't

Jackpot (enduro)

LAS VEGAS, NV., MAY 29 

Over 150 motorcycles and 50 
baja bugs, jeeps and four-wheel- 
drive trucks invaded the 100° 
temperature Nevada desert for 
the California Racing Club. (CRC) 
Jackpot Enduro. Although the enduro 
was held 30 miles from Las Vegas, the 
sign-up and trophy presentation was 
still among the slot machines and 
gambling tables of “Pops Oasis’ 
Casino. Speaking of trophies, Duane 
Neese (Open B) was the overall winner 
of the Jackpot, losing only one second 
over the entire 78 miles. 

The motorcycles were the first to hit 
the trail which led directly east and 
under the Southern Pacific tracks. 
The course continued through miles 
of sandwashes and fire roads which 
was a delight for the buggies after 
travelling over miles of rocks. During 
the middle of the first loop, there was 
a four-mile section that proved to be 
an obstacle. It was an old battered fire 
road piled with rocks and bolders. The 
bikes kept a relative constant speed, 
but the four-wheelers had to crawl. 
Over all the rough rocks, riders then 
hit check three, went under the train 
tracks again and on to the high speed 
dry lake. Everyone screamed across the 
lake at blinding speeds because the 
pits were in sight. 

After the first loop results were 
tallied, Tim Champman (200 C under 
16 class) was the overall winner for one 
loopers with two seconds lost. First 
place in the Woman A 200cc category 
was Sharon Willowby who lost only 3 
seconds. The first mini honors went to 
Chris Gables with 29 seconds off a 
perfect score. 

As the first bike began to start the 
second loop, the four wheelers were 
punishing the turf on loop one. Loop 
two took the riders directly west, under 
Highway 14 and into the rocky 
mountains. There was only two speed 
changes in the entire second loop 
which turned in to be quite a 
challenge. The course rambled 
through the foothills and back under 
the highway and under the train tracks 
for the third time. A couple of miles 
before the finish of the second loop 
there was some rough gully, off- 
camber trail riding that had to present 
a problem to most of the four- 
wheelers. Some four-wheelers. had no 
problems at all including overall 
winners Don Ellis and Ken Hall (dune 
buggy) who only lost three seconds on 


the entire event. 

Well, the second loop and the race 
was over just short of the train and 
what a welcome sight it was. Neese 
had won the overall trophy but only by 
one second. Ron Storey (Open A over 
35), Darrel Benner Jr. (Open B over 
35) and David Weaver (Open B) tied 
for second overall by only losing two 
seconds each. Slightly remarkable! 250 
A honors went to Tom King who only 
lost seven seconds; Open C trophy to 
James. Dumon (1.60); 250 C to Dan 
Kline (1.59) and surprisingly enough a 
100cc bike won the 125 C class — 
Steve Thomas only lost one minute, 53 
seconds to win the 125 C class. An 
overall look at the enduro shows that a 
split second decided the winner and 
being tied for second place. By Sunday 
afternoon, the desert was really hot 
and dusty and it sure felt good to hit 
the pools in downtown Las Vegas.. @

Jerry 
Shore was running fifth and looking 
sharp, as he is recovering from a knee 
injury, as Jannings was holding in tight 
in fourth. 

Kline still had an unbelievable lead 
with Ramsey in second, Jannings, 
coming into a sweeper turn, moved up 
fast and took over third. Shore was in 
fifth and moving up fast on 
Thompson. He passed Thompson, 
and then set out for Jannings, passing 
him. His next target was Ramsey. 
Back in the pack, Wes Norton, who 
started out in last place, with trouble 
on the line, now moved into third. An 
unbelievable job of moving up! Shore 
went by Ramsey and was soaring until 
he hit back stretch and lost a chain, 
setting him way back in the pack. 
Kline finished the moto with the same 
wide-open lead he held throughout, 
Norton moved in for second and 
Thompson held third. 

The second time around, Kline 
again grabbed the lead and this time 
Norton was behind him. Jannings was 
running. third with Thompson in 
fourth and Shore in fifth. The riders 
spread out. a bit and held their 
positions throughout the moto. At the 
finish line Kline sailed across to first 
overall, second went to Norton and 
third to Thompson. 

Sherman Schneller (Suz-S.M. Cycle 
Sport) held a wide-open lead.in both 
motos of the 250 Pros for top money. 
On a two-mile track, he consistently 
averaged two minute, 35 second laps. : 
In the first moto he had Dave Haugh 
behind -him in second and Tony 
DeLaTorre running third. Tracy 
Oswell(KTM-Mid-Valley) and Eddie 


Cole moved up fast, pushing Haugh 
back to fourth. Cole (Yam) was really 
flying trying to keep Haugh off his tail, 
and in the process moved on by 
Oswell. 

In the second moto, Hal Strauss 
(Mon-G.P. Cycles) led the pack up the 
hill, where Schneller took over the 
lead. Strauss held firmly to second, 
staying in close. Oswell was coming up 
fast on Strauss but couldn't get by him 
before the finish line. First overall 
went to Schneller for back to back 
wins, second to Cole and third to 
Strauss. 

The 500 Pros had to be seen to be 
believed. Monte McCoy took home the 
victory after overcoming: insurmount- 
able odds. 

In the first moto, he ran into trouble 
at the line and started off dead last, 25 
seconds behind the rest of the pack. 
Steve Stasiefski, a test rider for Maico 
led the pack up the hill and held the 
lead until overtaken by Donnie 
Hansen (Yam-Int. M/C). Hansen set 
up a beautiful lead with Jeff Loft 
running second; Rich Varvel in third. 
Stasiefski moved back into fourth. 
McCoy was really moving up and fast 
— now in fourth and working on 
third, challenging Varvel. He passed 
Varvel and closed fast on Loft. Passing 
Loft gave him a shot.at Hansen with 
14 seconds between them. Hansen was 
riding WFO, knowing McCoy was 
there and held his position ‘til theend 
of the moto. 

In the second moto, McCoy shot off 
the line and ran a strong first. Loft was 
running second. Hansen collided with 
another rider in front of the tower. 
After remounting, he was really 
moving, going quickly to third. 
Hansen then had moved into second 
and was airborne, out to catch McCoy. 
Loft was staying close to Hansen and 
Tom Claire and Randy McCoy were 
having their own duel for fourth, 
coming by the tower side by side. 
McCoy held onto fourth with Claire 
hot on his tail, until Claire went down 
over a jump and couldn't regain his 
position. At the finish line McCoy 
breezed across to first overall, Hansen 
took home second place money and 
third went to Loft. 

A huge crowd of spectators and 
racers turned out to welcome the first 
annual A.M.E. High Sierra MX. They 
met one of the most challenging MX 
tracks ever built. Located against the 
hills of Bishop, the track consisted of 
jumps, uphills, downhills, and deep 
berms, it provided a fast, two-mile 
course for those ready to take it on. 

Gordon Spoor, of Bishop, was the 
man responsible for the track. News of 
the race generated an air of 
excitement in Bishop, not the least bit 
upstaged by the Annual Mule Days 
Celebration, Bishop being Mule 
Capital of the World! Radio and TV 
plugs had townsfolk excited and eager 
to see MX. Although there were some 
problems with the sound system, 
Gordon provided an excellent 
communcations system between the 
starter on the line and the racers. @

The AMA has not yet made a ruling 
on Mike Griffith’s license status. Mike 
barely received his FIM license when 
Al Ames (AMA) hand carried the 
paper to Mike at sign-in. Herein lies 
the controversy, did Mike have the 
license in time to compete for World 
Championship points? Because of that 
problem the point totals are not yet 
official. 
leaderboard came Montesa-mounted 
Mike Griffitts in third place. Griffitts’ 
33.9 placed him ahead of two-time 
Scottish Six Days Trial winner Martin 
Lampkin and fellow Californian Mark 
Eggar, with those two tied at 35 each. 
Britisher Lampkin took the fourth- 
place World Championship points 
from Eggar because he had 35 cleans 
to Eggar’s 33 cleans. Eggar was 
entered in the World Championship 
class but not in the North American 
Trials Championship, the AMA’s 
championship series. 

Mike Griffitts earned his third place 
finish in the World Championship 
class via a protest of the final scoring. 
Griffitts was orginally tied with

apiece, but disputed a scoring call on 
Section 21 of the second loop where he 
was tallied as receiving a five 
although his scoreboard reflected a 
three. The decision went in his favor.

I will call my girl friend in 
France now, and she will call my 
father. He rides sidecar trials in Fran- 
ce and is never home on Sunday.” The 
young Frenchman picked up only one 
five all day, that coming in the fourth 
section on the second loop. “I knew I 
had done very well in the first loop and 
perhaps I tried a little too hard at the 
beginning of the second.” : 

Many had expected the trials to be a 
cakewalk for the European stars, but 
few expected the top 10 to reflect 
America’s “coming of age” in observed 
trials. Behind Americans Whaley, 
Griffitts and Eggar came Montesa 
sponsored Don Sweet and Bultaco 
sponsored Lane Leavitt in positions 
five and six, respectively. For Sweet, it 
was “too easy. The winner should score 
between 30 and 50points.”

500cc World Championship MX Series—Round four

HELSINKI, FINLAND, MAY 22 

By scoring his fifth win in eight 
starts, two-time World Cham- 
pion Heikki Mikkola has taken a 
firm grip on this season’s 500cc 
World title and has moved fur- 
ther ahead of main threat Roger 
DeCoster who could only 
manage a 4-5 score after two 
disasterous starts. 

The Tikkurilan Motorklub were the 
organizers of the event, and the race 
was held on the Ruskeasanta ‘Circuit, 
which means brown sand, and is just a 
few minutes from the Helsinki airport. 
The track was very dry and dusty on 
Saturday but Sunday the conditions 
were perfect as the club had spent 
Saturday evening and Sunday mor- 
ning watering the track properly. 

Somehow, the organizers messed up 
the time training for official 
qualification. This is what they came 
up with: Bengt Aberg 2.02.6, Ake Jon- 
sson 2.02.7, Willi Bauer 2.03.5, 
Heikki Mikkola 2.04.5, Frank Sven- 
dson 2.04.7, Pierre Karsmakers 
2.05.1, Brad Lackey 2.05.8, Roger 
DeCoster 2.08.3, Adolf Weil 2.08.5, 
Gerrit Wolsink 2.08.8. Those who 
were taking times for the fastest four 
riders every weekend had Heikki first, 
Roger second and Brad in third. After 
speaking with three or four reliable 
people whose results were the same, it 
was realized that the timekeepers of 
the club had made some kind of error. 

Bengt Aberg had problems with his 
four-stroke Yamaha when the ignition 
lost spark in practice Sunday morning. 
He had to push it back to the pits from 
the farthest part of the course so that 
mechanic Julle Haglund could track 
down the problem and solve it. 

The rumor that Suzuki would 
finally come out with a quicker engine 
for Roger and Gerrit (who realized 
that Heikki’s Yamaha and- Brad's 
Honda had a more usable power) 
finally became reality in Finland when 





R&D engineers from Japan flew in to 
Helsinki with improved parts for more 
horsepower for the engines. Both 
Gerrit and Roger were happy with the 
improved engines. Mr. Tamaki, one of 
the four engineers from Suzuki who 
are responsible for the racing im- 
provements on the road race and 
motocross machines, explained in 
Finland that Suzuki already had the 
new parts designed and tested and that 
they were just waiting until they felt 
that the opposition had more hor- 
sepower and then they would bring the 
new parts for Gerrit and Roger to use. 
The basic engine design is the same as 
it has been since 1973 and they have 
been able to make the necessary im- 
provements to keep it as fast or faster 
than the competition in Grand Prix 
racing. 

10,000 spectators lined the 
perimeter of the large sand pit where 
the track was laid out, basking in the 
warm sun when the riders marched 
out for the presentation and introduc- 
tion. A half hour later the gate drop- 
ped for the first race and Heikki 
Mikkola wasted no time rocketing his 
factory 400 YZM Yamaha into the 
lead with Brad Lackey, Willi Bauer, 
Jaak van Velthovan, Adolf Weil, 
GerritWolsink and Graham Noyce 
forming the first wave of the 31 riders 


that started. 
` All exited the first. left hand sharp 


turn after the two hundred and fifty 
meter drag race from the start without 
crashing, but 15 seconds after the 
last rider was gone, along came Pierre 
Karsmakers all alone. Something must 
have happened at the start. It looked 
like he was the last one to get away. 

As everyone waited for Heikki to 
appear, DeCoster appeared at the first 
corner more than half a lap down on 
Mikkola and the other leaders. Four 
riders had been involved in a jam at 
the start. When the gate had started to 
go down Roger dropped the clutch too 
soon and hit the gate while it was still 
at.a 45 degree angle. The front 
end of the Suzuki shot up in the air like 
a rearing horse, almost flipping com- 
pletely over. When his front wheel was 
straight up in the air the bike started 
falling to the left in front of Pierre 






Karsmakers who had timed the gate 
perfectly. Pierre was thrown off onto 
Roger's bike and his own bike pinned 
to Roger's Suzuki with Pierre's 


backside resting and burning on the ` 


exhaust. 

Bengt Aberg had also timed the 
gate wrong and the four-stroke shot up 
into the air. When the 500 Yamaha 
got traction it shot away from Bengt's 
grip and flipped over breaking the sub 
frame under the rear fender and 
destroying the rear fender also. Ake 
Jonsson, who was all the way to the left 
of the gate hit the gate when it was still 
up and his Maico’s front wheel got 
stuck and the rear wheel dug a trench 
deep in the sand. Serge Bacou ram- 
med his Bultaco into the back of Ake’s 
bike and Ake retired when he got un- 
tangled. 

It took Roger a long time to get 
away as he had to straighten the front 
fender, brake lever, throttle cable and 
handlebars. To further slow him down 
it took him a long time to get started 
when the stalled Suzuki refused to fire. 

Meanwhile, up ahead of all the traf- 
fic Heikki was effortlessly stretching 
his lead on the first lap with Brad in 


second, Bauer and Weil close together | 


in third and fourth, Gerrit fifth, 
Noyce sixth, Andersson seventh, Sch- 
mitz eighth, John Banks ninth and van 
Velthoven in 10th. 


Gerrit Wolsink moved up to fourth 
passing Weil on lap two and got by 
Bauer on the next lap. He moved 
slowly closer to Brad and on the fifth 
lap he made contact on the straight af- 
ter the left hand turn, opened the 
Suzuki all the way and squeezed past 
Brad to take second place. He couldn't 
pull away from Brad who stayed on his 
rear wheel the whole race. Brad could 
pull right up to him on the tighter sec- 
tions where Gerrit said, “I couldn't get 
a good rythmn on the back part of the 
course where it was tight and I could 


feel Brad right on me every second." , 


They ended their very exciting duel at 
the checkered flag less than a second 
apart-with Gerrit taking second and 
Brad in third. : 

The late starters had moved 
through the pack like sharks through a 


school of minnows with Pierre in 11th 
on lap 11 and Roger in 12th. Roger 
held his throttle wide open and started 
scratching at every turn. It paid off as 
he moved to ninth on lap 14 passing, 
Weil then steadily upward to pass 
Andersson on lap 16, van Velthoven 
on 18 and then he finally took Bauer's 
fourth place on the next to last lap. 


Graham Noyce had moved up to 
fifth place on lap 13 when he got past 
Weil after a long battle, but the 20- 
year-old Maico factory rider dropped 
off the pace and suddenly began 
slipping back places when his Koni 
rear shocks faded away completely. 
He ended in 12th place out of the 
points. Jaak van Velthoven was 
holding fifth spot until three laps from 
the. finish when he crashed going over 
one of the big man-made jumps and 
fell way down to 15th at the finish. 


John Banks picked up the only 
points for the British team with. his 
10th place one point. Big John 
struggled through the last few laps 
with a grabbing front brake that was 
caused by a kinked front brake cable 
that had somehow managed to get 
caught in his front tire, Every time he 
entered a fast sharp turn the front end 
would compress and the bike would 
grab and let go throwing him off 
balance. After his big crash in Sweden 
last week in the first race due to a 
stuck carburetor slide, John replaced 
the Amal with a 34mm Mikuni and 
had no problems in Finland. 


Only 19 of the $1 riders finished. 
Heikki crossed the finish unchallenged 
in 45.12.8 for 21 laps with only the top 
12 riders on his lap. 

Before the start of the second race 
Heikki’s Yamaha was fitted with a new 
carburetor and air filter. A new type 
air filter had been tried but it was too 
thin and the carb was sucking in too 
much air and not holding the oil. Ed 
Scheidler gave Pierre's Yamaha a one 
size larger main jet for safety and Steve 
Whitelock went down one size on 
Brad’s Honda to give the red-engined 
rocket a little more crispness for the 
second race. 

Mikkola again got the holeshot on 
his home circuit with Karsmakers get- 





ting a good start in second with Lackey 
right on his heels. Weil was fourth, 
Gerrit fifth, Schmitz sixth, Graham 
seventh, Banks eighth, Arne Lindfors 
ninth and Hakan Andersson 10th. 


Brad got by Pierre on lap six with 5 
Gerrit moving up to fourth on lap four so m 
and then catching and passing Pierre 
on lap nine. Pierre, maintained his 
pace as the four top riders stretched 
out. Roger again had a bad start and 
was in 12th place after one lap. He 
moved steadily up through the pack 
and was closing on Pierre when the 
race ended after 21 laps with Heikki 
taking the checkered flag again all 
alone in 45.58.4. Brad was second, 13 
seconds behind, and Gerrit had 
slacked off the pace at the end 
finishing 21 seconds after Brad. Pierre 
was 22 seconds behind in fourth with 
Roger only eight seconds behind 
Pierre and catching him when time 
ran out. 

Noyce crashed out while in seventh 
lace and went over the handlebars 
ard, shaken up but uninjured. Banks 

slipped-off, bending his front fender, 
and retired with Aberg coming in on 
the same lap with smoke coming out of 
his Yamaha's engine. 

Mikkola continues to pull away 
from DeCoster in the title chase. 
Mikkola has been taking the starts 
with ease, pulling way ahead in the 
first two laps and then cruising effort- 
lessly to the finish unchallenged in 
almost every race. Heikki’s record in 
the standings now stands at five wins, bn 
one second to Brad, and a third and .

Mike Baeder again beat Harry 
Klinzmann and David Emde in 
an American Federation of Mo- 
torcyclists 250 GP road race, this 
time at Ontario Motor Speedway. 
Baeder, who also won at Riverside on 
May 22, led across the finish line on 
every lap but one. 

The one time Baeder didn't control 
the race at the finish line came on lap 
five, when Emde made a clean, 
smooth pass entering turn 16, only to 
lose the lead to Baeder again on the 
straightaway and banking. Elsewhere 
on the track, it was anybody's race. 
Klinzmann and Emde did their 
passing entering turn two off the 
banking and sometimes entering the 
tight right-hand turn six at the end of 
the esses. But Baeder would regain his 
lead in the fast, left-hand turn nine 
leading onto the back straight, and 
could then stay in front through turn 
19 and across the finish line. Baeder's 
girlfriend waved the checkered flag for 
Baeder (Fritz Baeder Construction Co. 
Yam), Klinzmann (FMF, Mr. Al's, 
Fairway Yamaha) and Emde (Mack 
Cycle Center Yam). Emde finished 
with no clutch — the cable had 
broken. 

Reg Pridmore brought out the 
Racecrafters International/Pierre 
desRoches KZ1000 Kawasaki and 
annihilated Open  Superstreet. 
Turning a new Ontario long-course 
production-bike unofficial lap record 
of 2:08.9, Pridmore controlled the 
race from start to finish, beating Pat 
Eagan (Mr. Jags 1,000cc BSA) and 
Vance Breese (850 M-G).

cross and proved unbeatable in 
all three pro classes. Even a back- 
wards start penalty for gate jumping 
wasn’t enough advantage for his 
competitors tonight. 

As the Open Pros roared off the 
line, Mike McCarty (Suz) was in 
command. Crawford and Brad 
Mollohan (Maicos) had the next slots.

Mollahan, back after two months 
recuperating from a bad crash, kept 
his ground in third place until lap 
seven when fatigue finally took over. 
Kelly Larive (Mai) moved into third, 
Dal Cooley (Yam) and Brett Hannah 
(Mai) slipped into fourth and fifth. 
The lead of the race was Crawford's 'til 
the checkers came out. McCarty and 
Larive hung onto second. and third, 
Hannah finally managed to take 
Cooley on the last lap for the fourth 
slot. 


Keith Lamparter (Yam), who 
crashed in the first moto was out of the 
running, grabbed the second moto 
holeshot, followed by McCarty and 
Cooley. Crawford, in fourth, had some 
catching up to do; opened it up and by 
lap three again had the lead under 
control. Larive had moved from fifth 
to third, behind Lamparter, with 
surprising ease. Layne and Brett 
Hannah were fifth and sixth. 
Lamparter was holding a good steady 
second behind Crawford. They were 
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far ahead of the chaos going on behind 
them, and I was totally unaware of 
what was happening. It seems 
McCarty and Larive were doing'a little 
track cutting, and were ultimately 
disqualified. The moto wins thus went 
to Crawford, Lamparter, Layne and 
Brett Hannah. Crawford took -the 
overall with two firsts, Brett Hannah, 
second (4-4), Cooley, third (5-5) and 
Layne Hannah, fourth (8-3). 

Yamaha-mounted Steve Yarbrough 
pulled the holeshot in the first 125 Pro 
moto, with John Imbriale (Yam), 
Andy Frola (Hon),- and Dave 
Crawford (Hon) hot on wheel. 
Yarbrough dropped his pace on lap 
four and Imbriale took over first, 
holding down that position for the rest 
of the race. Next time around, Frola 
and Crawford had passed Yarbrough 
to take over second and third. 
Crawford stuck to Frola’s rear wheel 
for two more laps, then finally found 
the line around him to move into 
second. Imbriale, never challenged for 
the lead, took the checkers first, 
followed by Crawford, Frola, and 
Yarbrough. 

Yarbrough again grabbed the 
holeshot second moto, with the same 
three charging down on him. By lap 
three, Crawford had taken the lead, 
reeled in lap after lap, never 
challenged. Imbriale was putting the 
pressure on Yarbrough, with Frola 
and Gary Dircks (Yam) not far 
behind.

He held off hard 
charges from Jimmy Wright (Mai), 
Andy Frola (Mai) and John Imbriale 
(Hus). After the uphill on lap three, 
Blose took a hard fall, giving the lead 
to Wright. Crawford, starting dead 
last, banzaied through the packed to 
pass everybody but Wright! Lap five 
saw Imbriale put the move on Frola to 
take over third and hold it to the 
checkers. 

The holeshot in moto two action 
went to Frola with Crawford hot on his 
wheel.

Seim had crashed coming off the 
banking onto the straight in practice, 
then finished writing off his 250 Can- 
Am in one of the heat races, forcing 
him to fall back on his smaller 175 
Can-Am. He completed his “hat trick” 
of crashes shortly after passing Ed 
Toomey 7 for. the lead in the 
Middleweight semi-main event. 
Toomey won the semi, with Brent Ross 
a close second. Earlier Ross had won 
the closest of the day’s heat races by a 
few feet over Toomey. Toomey had 
closed up on Ross after Brent bobbled 
momentarily in the infield on the last 


lap. Ross, meanwhile, got some 
suspicious looks from fellow 
competitors by fitting an exhaust 
system to his RD-350 that looked like a 
plumber’s nightmare.

While it might have been easy for 
Sweet, it was not for dozens of 
National ‘class riders, and definitely 
not for the Support class riders. One 
rider who wished to remain 
anonymous said, “I thought all of 
Michigan was flat, but when I came 
up on Section11, I thought I was en- 
tered in a hillclimb.” 

Bernie Schreiber, who entered the 
trial ranked fifth in world champion- 
ship point standings, suffered a pain- 
ful injury just after the start of the 
second loop. The young Californian, 
who rides glove-less, had a fingernail 
torn off of his right hand, but rode on 
despite being in obvious pain. 

Many used to describe Mick An- 
drews as ageless, but most observers at 
this trial shook their heads as the 
veteran rider dabbed here and there, 
picking up 57 markers in the process 
which dropped him well down from 
the top 10 

For Juan Manuel Soler the trial 
almost ended as quickly as it had 
begun. Soler crashed heavily in the fir- 
st section of the opening loop. He 
recovered from his accident sufficien- 
tly to place 10th in the final tally and 
earn one championship point. When 
asked about his accident Soler simply 
responded, “Bad, very bad.” 

Debbie Evans, the young California 
lass - Yamaha mounted like Andrews, 
finished the trial with a score of 155. 
That point total put her out of any 
chance for National points, but was an 
accomplishment in itself.-Her fellow 
competitors congratulated her and she 
beamed as she graciously accepted the 
accolades. 

For winner Coutard it was not an 
uneventful day. “I lost my chain just 
before the fourth section on the second 
loop and my spare links were the 
wrong size. I found the thrown links 
just a few meters back down the trail 
but they were too bent to use. Just 
when I had all but resigned myself. to 
the fact that I would not finish, along 
came Rathmell and he gave me what I 
needed,” said a tired Coutard.. He 
concluded with, “Somedays you are 
just lucky!” 

Martin Lampkin, fresh off a breather 


following his second consecutive Scot- 


tish Six Days Trial victory, moved into 
a tie for the World Championship lead 
with Rathmell. “I’m right glad that 
Griffitts doesn’t have an FIM license as 
I thus picked up third place points 
rather than fourth tally. I thought it 
was an enjoyable trial, but you know I 
got a “5” and that is something I’ve 
avoided for two years in a row in the 
Scottish,” said Martin. pies 

The end result of the American 
round was to move the point standings 
even closer with Rathmell and Lam- 
pkin now sharing the top spot at 60 
points each while defending champion 
Yrjo Vesterinen remains only a shadow 
away with 56 points. Ulf Karlsson 
holds fourth in the tally with 53 points 
while Coutard’s win jumped him to fif- 
th place ahead of Bernie Schreiber 36 
and 34 points, respectively. 

Credit to the entire MOTA 
organization for what most called an 
excellent trial. And without a doubt 
most of that credit should go to Course 
Marshall Ray Hatfield for his tireless 
work. for countless hours leading into 
the event.

Bast claimed that he could see the 
strike coming, and it was at the SRA 
meeting in April that he made out his 
check . to join up, which he 
subsequently cancelled shortly 
thereafter. “Now, they're trying to sue 
me for a $10 check.” 

Perhaps one of the strongest points 
of contention on both sides since the 
beginning of the strike has been 
negotiations — or the lack of them. 
For weeks, strikers have claimed that 
Oxley has refused to talk to them on 
any terms. But one close source to the 
promoter 'stated, however, that the 
riders’ had simply not bothered to call 
Oxley , up. Steve Lewotski 
substantiated the claim, stating, “It 
was Harry who wanted to talk, and it 
was really the riders who refused sto 
negotiate. When they (the strikers) 
wanted to talk, Harry didn’t want 
anything to do with them. As far as I 
see it,” Lewotski concluded, “they 
screwed themselves.” 

Nevertheless, strike spokesman 
Sonny Nutter claimed that for weeks 
he had asked for a face-to-face 
meeting with Oxley to discuss their 
differences. 


A break in the stalemate apparently 
came recently when Oxley mentioned 
that Scott Sivadge called him up to 
arrange a meeting between him and 
Nutter. The meeting took place when 
Oxlev was in Ventura, with Sivadge, 
Nutter and Oxley engaging in a 
“private discussion” in his hotel room. 
Though no details of the meeting were 
released, Oxley stated that essentially, 
“The SRA didn’t inform their riders of 
the entire picture.” 

Oxley said that the SRA didn't let 
their riders know of all the problems 
that promoters have to cope with in 
staging events. “They just said that the 
promoters wouldn’t give 40%,” said 
Oxley. “I asked Sonny, ‘Have I ever 
lied to you; or have I ever cheated you 
out of a penny?’ And he said, ‘No.’ ” 

Nutter has not been contacted to 
discuss his side of the meeting with 
Oxley; but whatever the final effects of 
this meeting will be, their results 
remain to be seen. 

The meeting between Oxley, Nutter 
and Sivadge, like everything else that 
has gone on during the speedway 
dispute, is. unresolved in its present 
state, and it’s unclear as to what might 
happen to the people on either side in 
the future. The only clear observation 
about the strike is that it has been a 
war of rhetoric, with each side well 
stocked with choice words for 
ammunition. 

Presently, striking riders aren’t too 
sure as to what might or might not 
happen to them whether they win or 
lose. More than anything else, 
however, they are afraid of losing, 
since they claim that that will mean an 
end to their speedway careers since 
they fear retaliation from the 
promoters. According to one source, 
the apparent fear expressed by riders is 
genuine. “Most of the ‘riders on strike 
know that if Harry wins, they'll never 
ride again. All the riders want to ride. 
I think it could've been handled in a 


different way. They should've 
negotiated instead of demanded, 
which turned Harry off.” 


The future of organized speedway 
doesn’t look very bright based upon 
the way things are presently going. 
According to Mike Bast, the SRA is in 
deep straights indeed. “They're trying 
to hang on, but they're getting 
nowhere. If anybody kills speedway, 
it'll be the SRA.” 

On the other hand, according to 
one source, there may be no future at 
all. “One of them doesn’t want the 
other to win,” they said in a nihilistic 
assessment of the situation. “In the 
end, it may kill them all.” e
